A former assistant Scoutmaster 
y t Troop 519, VanTyie admitted 
[ Lt he had fondled or touched a 
, oung member of the troop during 
June 1990. Although he was for- 
maily charged with cwo Class D 
felony counts of child molestation, 
he -was suspected of molesting 10 
boys, Chief Deputy Prosecutor 
Domenica A. Martino said. 

According to Dr. James Reed, a 
psychotherapist from In- 
dianapolis, VanTyie's behavior 
involving young boys was a model, 
and a repeat of sexual behavior he 
had experienced at the hands of 
his Scoutmaster. The moiestation 
of VanTyie began at age 11, when 
he was a member of Troop 319, 
Wood said. The incidents con- 
tinued up to the time he was ar- 
rested on the Circuit Court 
charges, Wood said. 

Diagnosed as mildly mentally 
retarded, VanTyie grew up in a 
home without a father figure, and 



was described in court as "a fol- 
lower." 

Wood told Brubaker he was not 
making excuses for his client, but 
he said he wanted the judge "to 
understand what happened here/' 

Acting oa a request from Wood 
and a recommendation from a 
Howard County probation official, 
Brubaker suspended a three-year 
prison sentence, 3nd placed Van- 
Tyie on supervised probation for 
three years. Brubaker said he 
suspended the prison term 
because of the circumstances of 
the case, and because VanTyie 
was also a "victim." 

The judge ordered VanTyie to 
continue counseling that he 
started last August, because of 
depression related to the child 
moiestation charges. Brubaker 
also ordered VanTyie to avoid any 
supervision of children under the 
age of 18 during his probation. 

Before the sentence was impos- 
ed, Reed testified that "with 
restrictions," VanTyie was "a low 



risk" of being a" reseat offender. 
But Reed added that the former 
Boy Scout official would be a 
"high risk" if he were to be placed 
in a position of authority over 
children he is familiar with. 

On Feb. 5, Hanson pleaded guil- 
ty to one Class D felony count that 
accused him of fondling or 
touching a youth between August 
1989 and February 1990. 3rubaker 
accepted the guilty plea and set 
March S as Hanson's sentencing 
date. 

A three-month investigation by 
the Howard County Sheriff 
Department led to the filing of 
charges against Hanson and Van- 
Tyie last summer. According la 
officers, the investigation was ini- 
tiated by the attempted moiesta- 
tion of a 16-year-oid boy. 

The investigation revealed that 
two men had been involved in 
numerous incidents of child 
molestation involving 39 male vic- 
tims, over a period of several 
years, officers said.

Warrants are expected to be 
issued today from Howard Supe- 
rior Court for Thomas Vantyle. 
25, of Russlaville and James 
Hanson. 46. of western Howard 
County. 

Both men have admitted their 
involvement in 39 molestations 
of teen-age Scouts and non- 
Scouts, said Sheriffs Lt. Don 
Howard. 

"They have both been cooper- 
ative in our investigation."

The allegations, which date to 
1978. surfaced in March when 
a youth reported a molestation 
attempt to his parents.
